L. It Gives Me a Saviour 


Let us not underestimate the 
importance of the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. Which is the central 
fact of the victory of Christ—the 
cross, or the resurrection? A 
large part of the Christian world 
would answer, “The cross.” The 
cross has come to be the symbol 
of Christianity around the world. 
But the central fact of Christ’s 
victory is not the cross—but the 
resurrection. Without the resur- 
rection the cross could only have 
spelled defeat. The resurrection 
should speak to us as the central 
fact of Christ’s grand victory 
while the cross speaks to us of 
what the victory cost. 


One of the saddest mistakes of 
one of the world’s most powerful 
religions is that she has left 
Christ hanging on the cross. If 
Christianity only offers us Christ 
on the cross, the outlook is hope- 
less. This is the religion of 
geeptics. Renan, the French 
aceptic, wrote a “Life of Jesus.” 
When he came to the cross, he left 
esus hanging there, and on the 
Opposite page wrote the word, 
“finis.” The man who printed the

book was even more sceptical than 
the author, On the fly leaf he print- 
ed a woodcut picture of Jesus hang- 


ing on the cross with drooping 
head, matted hair, and _. blood 
streaked face. Gathering storm 


clouds darkened the sky and over- 
head black birds.of prey soared to 


and fro. One idea—defeat—was 
portrayed in every part of the 
picture. 


But the resurrection changed all 
this. The resurrection gave me a 
living Saviour. “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead.”’ I do 
not worship a dead and defeated 
Christ on a cross. I worship the 
living Christ, once dead, now 
alive for evermore. seated at the 
right hand of God the Father in 
Glory, where He ever liveth to 
make intercession for me. 

What is the gospel after all? 
The gospel is facts, facts that are 
good news. Here are the facts as 
the Apostie Paul gives them in 
I Gorinthians 15:1-4: “Moreover, 
brethren, I declare unto you the 


gospel, ... how that Christ died 
for our sing according to the 
seriptures; And that he was bur- 


ied, and that he rose again the 
third day according to the scrip- 
tures.”” Here are three facts: that 
Christ died, was buried, and rose 
apain according to the Scriptures. 
The first two facts are generally 
believed; the third is not. Never- 
theless, in that third fact’ the 
Christian faith must stand or fall. 

Some men today are preaching 
that we can have resurrection 
faith apart from the resurrection 
fact. That is, they say we can 
have a genuine resurrection faith 
even though the resurrection it- 
self was only a fiction of the imag- 
ination. To speak thus is to play 
with words. How can a man be- 
lieve with his whole heart what 
he has just rejected with his whole 
head? But happily, the resur- 
rection causes difficulty only for 
those who do not want to believe.

“And again he entered into Capernaum after some days; 


and it was noised that he was in the house.

When Jesus saw their faith, he said unto the sick 


of the palsy, Son, thy sins be forgiven thee. But there were 
certain of the scribes sitting there, and reasoning in their 
hearts, Why doth this man speak blasphemies? who can for- 


give sins but God only? 


And immediately when Jesus per- 


ceived in his spirit that they so reasoned within themselvés, 
he said unto them, Why reason ye these things in your 


hearts? 


Whether is it easier to say to the sick of the palsy, 


Thy sins be forgiven thee; or to say, Arise, and take up thy 


bed, and walk”? 


But that ye may know that the Son of man 


hath power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of 
the palsy) I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy bed, and go 


thy way into thine house. 


And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before them all; 
they were all amazed, and giorified God, saying, 


insomuch that 
We never 


saw it on this fashion.’”’—Mark 2:1-12. 


There is more to this tremen- 
dous story then appears on the 
surface. In addition to giving the 
Pharisees, the scribes and the rest 
of the critical Jews a sign of His 
power to forgive sins, the Lord 
Jesus Christ was teaching us a 
double lesson. First, He IS able 
to forgive all sin. Second, He can 
also say to a man, “Arise, take 
up thy bed, and walk.” The Lord 
Jesus Christ has the power to con- 
tinue a man in walking in the new- 
ness of life, in the carrying on of 
a spiritual, scriptural, separated, 
sanctified activity as a Christian. 
I believe that the lesson contained

Lord. I started scolding Saturday 
night, I seolded Sunday morning, 
I scolded Sunday afternoon, I 
scolded Sunday night. The more 
I scolded, the worse I felt, the, 
worse they felt, but somehow I 
did not know how to stop. I did 
not have sense enough to know 
how to turn away from the gloom’ 
that had possessed me. I went 
home that night to spend the 
night with a cotton farmer. There 
was no hotel, of course, in that 
little country community. While 
we were sitting around the table, 
having a bedtime snack, I asked 
him some questions: 

“Brother Johnson, what was the 


matter with the services last 
night, this morning, this after- 
noon, tonight?” 

“Preacher, will you listen to a 


plain word from a man old enough 
to be your daddy?” 

“TJ surely will. That is why I 
am asking you. Make it plumb 
plain, too. Don’t spare me.” 

“Son, you have never been on a 
farm, have you?” 

“No, I have never been on 4a 
farm. I do not know very much 
about a farm. I know nothing 
about it, to tell you the truth.” 

“Well, Son, we farmers have 
learned a long time ago that you 
can throw corn to a bunch of 
chickens and scare theni into the 
next county.” 

That is all he said. “Throw corn 
to a bunch of chickens and scare 
them into the next county.” I 
had sense enough to know that 
chickens love corn. I could not 
understand how throwing corn at 
chickens would scare them away 
from you. I thought about it 
most of the night. The next morn- 
ing at the breakfast table, I 
speke to Brother ‘Johnson again. 
“Brother Johnsen, how can you 
scare chickens by throwing corn 
to them when that is what they 
love to eat?” 

“Preacher, it’s all 
you throw it.” 

Even a Jew woke up. You must 
not be too critical of sinners. It 
is not their fault, my friends, in 
a manner of speaking. They are 
blind, they are sick, they are fev- 
erish. When they criticize us and 
find fault with us, when they lash 
out at us, when they ridicule us, 
when they curse us, it is not the 
sinmer who is speaking, it is the 
devi] in the sinner. It is his 
demon-possessed soul. 

I remember a man ip Vickery, 
Texas, where I was pastor, by the 
name of Lee Gering. I am using 
his name by permission. He was 
a night watchman for the Texas 
Highway Department, caring for 
their supplies in a great barniike 
structure a mile or two from) 
where my church was. Almost 
every night when I was there, 
Saturday night, Sunday night, for 
weeks and weeks, I used to drive 
out to his place, and while he was 
eating his supper, talk to him 
about Christ. Finally, he got so 
angry with me that he told his 
wife, in the following words, (you 
will forgive me, I am quoting 
him): 

“Tf that damned Jew were ly- 
mg in the highway with his throat 


in the way 
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j cut, bleeding to death, I shouldn't 


stop to talk to him, to help him. 
I shouldn't stop to talk toe him, to 
help him, if I knew I should save 
his life, because if I did, just as 
sure as sure is sure, that damned 
Jew would start talking about 
his damned church.” 

That was a compliment, in a 
way, wasn't it? At least a left-' 
handed, or a back-handed compli- 
ment. I baptized that man with 
these two hands. He was the last 
man I baptised as pastor.. He 
surrendered to the Lord Jesus 
Christ a little before I resigned to 
become an evangelist. To him I 
am not a damned Jew anymore. 
I am a lovely Jew, a blessed Jew. 
It is altogether different now. 
You see, it was not Lee Gering, 
it was the demon possessing him 
who was doing the talking. It 
was his sin expressing itself in 
bitter, biting, blithing language. 
Sinner Are Paralyzed by Doubt 

But how are sinners paralyzed? 
What do I mean by paralyzed 
sinners ? First, sinners are par- 
alyzed by doubts. They doubt 
themselves. How many § times 
have you and I heard people say, 
“T'd like to be a Christian, but I 
am afraid I cannot hold out.” 
They doubt themselves. They do 
not know what we Christians 
know. To us it seems dreadfully | 
foolish, the whole argument, the 
whole excuse. We know that our 
dependence is not in ourselves, but 
in God. We know that the more 
we doubt ourselves, the less we 
depend on ourselves, the closer the 
Holy Spirit will draw us to the 
source of our strength, even the 
mighty Lord Jesus Christ. We 
know that pride goeth before a 
fall. We know that our very 
weaknesses are recommendations 
to the Lord God to protect us, to 
care. for us, to sustain us in the 
ventures and adventures of our 
lives. But these sinners are look- 
ing from the outside in. It looks 
altogether different from the in- 
side out. After you cross over 
the line, into the mighty love of 
the Son of God, into the fullness 
of the Holy Spirit, it looks entire- 
ly different. 

Sinners Doubt Christians 

They doubt the churches, they 
doubt us Christians. I wish we 
could find some new word in this 
hour, some new appeal for all of 
us, as we go about, to plead with 
ourselves, to plead with our 
church members, to plead with 
each other, to live holy, sacrificial, : 
separated, spiritual, scriptural 
lives, to express our Christianity 
in such manner and fashion that 
no ome can doubt us. Hear me! 
Permit- a personal reference. I 
am a graduate of a Protestant 
university and of a Catholic uni- 
versity. I belong to four fra- | 
ternities, one of them a scholar- 
ship fraternity. The other three 
are Greek letter fraternities, and 
one of them is exclusively Jewish. 
The other two are univérsal. The 
ritual of these last two fraterni- 
ties is based on the New Testa- 
ment. I spent five years of my 
life in those universities. Ninety 
per cent of my schoolmates were 
Gentiles. Most of them claimed 
to be Christians. I did not have a 
single Jewish teacher, not one. My 
teachers were all Gentiles, and 
as far as I know, they all claimed 
to be Christians. My beloved 
friends, my heart aches when I! 
say this. When it came my turn 
to face out the problem of accept- 
ing the Lord Jesus Christ as my 
personal Saviour,-next to the fact 
that I had to give up my father 
and mother, the greatest obstacle 


that steed in my Way was the} | 


lives of those fellow students of 
mine, of those college professors 
with whom I had spent weeks, 
and months, and years. To their 
shame, and to my shame, be it 
said that we companied together 
in all sorts of sin, that never was 
there a word spoken about the 
Saviour or salvation. 

I was in a revival in Tyler, Tex- 
as. Morning and night services 
were being fully broadcasted. The 
station manager was a member 
of one of the churches. He gave 
us the time free. The Jews of that 
town began to call me up, to in- 
vite me to their homes, to their 
stores. One day the pastor and I 
walked into the store of a whole-| 


sale grocery man. We talked to! 


him about Jesus Christ. 
awhile, he said to me, 

“What do you want me to do?” | 

“I want you to give your heart | 
to Christ.” | | 

“What will it do to me?” : 

“It will make you a  0obetter 
man.” 

Turning to the preacher, this 
Jew said, 

“Brother Robinson, tell 
what kind of a man I am.” 

“Brother Appelman,” said the 
preacher, “he is one of the choic- 
est, cleanest, finest citizens we 
have in this town.” 

“Still,” I said, “if you will give 
your heart to Christ, it will make 
a better man out of you.” 

Angrily, the Jewish man said, | 
“Listen, fellow, I want to tell you 
something. I belong to the Odd 
Fellows Club. Every Thursday 
night we have a meeting. After 
the meeting, some of us meet in 
the ante room for a game of poker, 
or pinochie. Every Thursday 
night, for the past nine years, 
since I have been a member of 
that lodge, my partner in™ the 
game has been a member, a dea- | 
con in this preacher's church. Do 
you want to know his name?” 

I looked at the preacher. 
preacher said “No.” 

What chance did I have of win- 
ning that Jew for the Lord Jesus 
Christ? I had no chance. I was 
stymied. I was stopped. I just 
blushed and said, “Come to 
church,” and walked on to talk to 
someone else. We face this every- 
where. We are going to continue 
to face it, unless an extraordinary 
revival sweeps across our country. 
We have to contend with this ter- 
rible declension on the part of 
God's people. But, the thing that 
breaks my heart, the thing that I 
want you to remember, is that 
when these poor, perishing Jewish 
or Gentile sinners stand before. 
the Lord Jesus Christ on the 
Judgment Day, they are not go- 
ing to be able to point to these 
hypocritical church members and 
use them as an excuse for their 
sins, to keep them out of hell, to 
save them. 

Sinners Doubt Christ 

You surely would be surprised 
at the great multitude of sinners 
who are paralyzed by doubting, 
not only themselves, not only us 
and our Christianity, but also the 
Lord Jesus Christ. When I first | 
Started on my Christian journey, 
I used to believe that the way 
for me to grow in faith was just 
te keep on repeating, morning, 
noon and night, “Day by day, in 
every way, I'm getting to be a 
better and better Christian. I am 
getting more and more faith.” It 
would not work. One day I came 
actress that wondrous passage of 
Scripture, “Faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the Word of 
God.” What gives us the assur- 
ance of the power of the Lord 
Jesus Christ to save us, to keep 
us? Is it experience? ‘That defi- 
nitely is not enough. The thing 
that gives us full assurance is the 
fact that in God’s Holy Word are 
His promises. We. know that 
God's .Word cannot be broken, 
never has been broken, is not 
being broken now, never shall be 
broken. But these unsaved mil- 
lions are not reading the Bible. 
They .know very little about the 
full truths concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ. They know mighty 
little about His person. They are 
hazy about His passion. They are 
seemingly stopped in their con- 
sideration about His power. They 
cannot quote very many of His 
promises. You and I, when the 
devil comes to tempt us, can take 
a bit of God's Word and smash 
the devil between the eyes with

You may 
not agree with me. Today I am 
not interested in the theology of 
the thing. What I am interested 
in is getting that soul right with 
God, and by God's grace helping 
him stay there. My dear friends, 
do not spend too much time argu- 
ing about the final perseverance 
of the saints. Get them to make 
a surrender, or a re-surrender to 
the Lord Jesug Christ. Get them 
to make a dedication or a rededi- 
cation te the Sen of God. It will 
not hurt them to confess the Lord 
Jesus Christ half a dozen times, 
half a hundred times, for that mat- 
ter a thousand times each day, for 
so long as they live.

The inquiry rooms were 
not of the best, although we had 
the most matchless set of person- 
al workers that I have ever seen, 
under the leadership of Bob Milli- 
gan.

After 
a few nights, with hundreds still 
coming, some of the personal 
workers, some of the preachers 
came to me and urged me to di- 
vide them at the front, that is, to’ 
send those who are seeking salva- 
tion one way and those who are 
seeking complete surrender an-| 
other way.

When you and I come 
to church, Ged have mercy on us

a matter of fact, the person with 


way the church ought to 
you love those who love you 
reward have you? Do not Lhe 
heathen do the same thing’? So 
people come to our churches and 
are not welcomed properly. An 
atomic bomb is almost needed to 
break into some of the cliques in 
our churches. There is no warmth 
there. There is no fire. There is no 
enthusiastic greeting. 

You all recall that matchiess 
Classic story that D. L. Moody teld 
again and again. It has been told 
about him throughout all these 
years. You recall how he estab- 
lished a Sunday School on Iilinois 


i Street in Chicago. You recall that 


little’ boy who walked half way 
across Chicago, and Chicago even 
in those’ days was a large city, 
passing church after church io go 
to the Dlincis Street Sunday 
School. One day a superintendent 
of one of the Sunday Schools that 
he passed asked him, “Why do you 
go all the way out there? Why 
don't you come here? It ig right 
next door to you.” 

Looking up at the superintend- 
ent, the lad said, “I go where they 
love a feller.” 

My frends, they need love. When 
a child gets sick, my chiki, your 
child, h& wants love more than he 

wants medicine. He is afraid. He is 
unhappy. He does not know what 
is happening to him or what is 
going to happen to him. His heart 
is trembling within him. He wants 
to be surrounded by a fence, by a 
wall of love. It ig the same way 
with sinners. It is the same way 
with drifting Christians. They 
want our deepest affection to draw

It ig well to remember. that 
when the Lord Jesus Christ as- 
cended on, high He led captivity 
captive, He gave gifts unto men 
and He gave some pastors, some 
aposties, some evangelists, and 
some pastorg and teachers. The 
church fifty years ago failed to 
give the proper teaching emphasis 
but at that time there was great 
evangelistic emphasis, Mr. Moody 
and other evangelists, realizing the 
need of Bible teaching, organized 
groups and some of them founded 
institutions to teach the youth and

If the 
orthodox Christian leaders of 
America will work. together, we 
believe that our land is on. the 
verge of @ great Spirituat evan» 
gelistic awakening, It is our be 
lief that constructive Bible 
teaching and mass evangelism may 
go hand’ im hand’ and that Bible 
teacliers and’ evangelists may be 
properly related’ to each’ other not 
only in Christian fellowship; but 
also in going. along with God in 
the carrying out of His program 
for our age.

wey All of our other ministerial

students were saved from hearing 
the gospel over the radio or from 
attending Youth for Christ rallies 
or from personal work or from 
reading a gospel tract. 


We shouid like to suggest that 
the orthodox theological semin- 
aries and orthodox Bible institutes 
and orthodox Christian colleges in 
America take a census of their 
ministerial students and get the 
surprise we got, even though we 
have been an evangelist for many 
years. We venture the assertion 
that even in modernistic colleges 
and seminaries there are a great 
many young men who, at some 
time, sat under the ministry of an 
evangelist and. on the invitation 
of the evangelist took a public 
stand for the Lord Jesus Christ 
and who started out with a fer- 
vent Christian experience but who 
have lost their fervancy because 
of the chilling, blighting influence 
of the’ modernistic theology on 
which they have been fed in the 
institution which they have at- 
tended. Even in our day when 
there are not many outstanding 
evangelists in America, -evan- 
gelists are wielding a tremendous 
influence in this nation.

It has not been 
easy for them to be Christian 
gentlemen; but thank God, most 
of: them. have stood the test.. We 
want to tell you evangelists we

Spring came along. Jeff was 
plowing one day. He had a young 
mule. All of a sudden, his plow 
struck a stone, perhaps a stump.

If ever there was 
a man tested by God, if ever a 
man tested God that man was 
Peter. Yet, at the end of his life- 
time, he could cry for the ages, 
“Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a 
lively hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, to an 
inheritance incorruptible, and un- 
defiled, and that fadeth not away, 
reserved in heaven for you, who 
are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready 
to be revealed in the last time.” 
I Peter 1:1-5. 

Thank God for the _ keeping 
power of the Lord Jesus Christ! 
We may let go but He never lets 
go. Why, I ean take you to the 
place in the Central Christian 
Church of Denver, Colorado, where 
I was converted. I can take you 
down there to the basement where 
I would lock myself in hour after 
hour reading my Bible. I can show 
you the place and tell you the 
time of day, tell you the exact 
date in April of 1925 when first I 
read that wonderful promise of 
Paul where he says, “If we be- 
lieve not, yet he abideth faithful: 
he cannot deny himself.” II Tim- 
othy 2:13. My father and my 
mother disowned me when. I be- 
came a Christian.. I am. still 
daddy's son. I am still mama’s 
son. I was born of their blood, 
born of their flesh, born of their 
bone. When I became a child of 
God, when you become a child of 
God, when these sinners trusting 
Jesus Christ become children of 
God—-we all become part of the 
kith of kin of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. It will take a great deal 
more than the devil has to tear 
those bricks loose from the build- 
ing that the Holy Spirit is erect- 
ing in the Church in the Kingdom 
of God. 

! He Is Powerful To Use 

We hasten on. The Lord Jesus 
Christ is further, the Powerful 
Saviour because He is able to use. 
Think of men that you and I know. 
Think of great Anthony Zeoli. 
Talk about a miracle of grace! 
Why, he can quote more Bible 
than any five of us. He, himself, 
told me that he was converted in 
a jail house. If I remember cor- 
rectly, he was led to Christ by a 
negroe in a State penitentiary. 
Think of the mighty way in which 
God, for Christ’s sake, is using 
him! Think- of the multiplied tens 
of thousands of souls he has 
brought to a saving knowledge 
of the Lord Jesus Chirst! Ge on 
then to study how God will use 
even our own poor selves. 

I had a friend in the Seminary. 
You will know his name when I 
finish telline mv, story, One dav 


he and I drove to our churches in 
Oklahoma. He told me the story 
of his conversion. He'told me how 
he was almost driven away from 
home because of his drunkenness, 
how he was kicked out of school, 
out of a’ Christian school in 
Mississippi, how he became a 
travelling saleman, how he went 
from bad to worse. He told me of 
a night in a hotel room in Vicks- 
burg, Mississippi, recovering from 
an awful bout of delirium tremens, 
after a terrible period of drunken 
debauchery. He made up his mind 
then and there that there was but 
one more thing for him to do, to 
commit suicide. Starting towards 
the Vicksburg bridge across the 
Mississippi ( I have been there 
many times), he walked up On the 
bridge, stood leaning over the 
railing watching the swelling, 
dark, muddy waters of the father 
of rivers. Reaching into his 
pocket, taking out his package of 
cigarettes, he put one in his mouth 
but could not find a match. Per- 
haps he did not have any, perhaps 
he was too hazy to find it. A man 
came along. This young fellow 
stopped him to ask him: 

“Mister, do you have a match?” 

“Yes” said the man and gave 
him a box of matches. 

Scratching the match with 
trembling hands, the young fellow 
tried to lhght the cigarette. One 
after another, match after match 
went out. Finally he succeeded in 
lighting the cigarette. The man 
was carefully watching him. After 
awhile he said to him: 

“What are you doing here at 
this time of the night?” 

“Oh, I’m just walking along.” 

“You look kind of sick. Are 
you sick ?”’ 

“Well, I have been.” 

“Let’s go have a cup of coffee.” 

Something about the stranger 
appealeq to the man in question. 

“All right, let’s go.” 

In his mind he said to himself, 
“I can commit suicide anytime.” 

After the cup of coffee, and 
perhaps a sandwich, the man 
would not let this young fellow go. 

“Come with me.” 

“Where ?”’ 

“Never mind, just come along. 
Come on. You can go home after 
we're through.” 

They went to church. There was 
a revival meeting going on. The 
two of them sat in the very back. 
Somehow, to the befuddled~ brain 
of the man in question, there came 
the story once again of the love 
of God, of the death of Christ on 
the Cross. Apparently he was un- 
impressed, at least he made no 
move. He went back to his room. 
He stayed a few more days in 
Vicksburg to straighten out, then 
he went home. His people did not 
seem too glad to receive him, On 
Sunday he went to church without 
saying a word to them. At the 
end of the sermon, when the 
preacher gave the invitation, this 
young fellow walked slowly down 
the aisle, made a public profession 
of his faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, then followed the Son of 
God in baptism: He felt the Lord 
calling him to preach and in a 
bit his church ordained him. It 
was then that he went to the 
Seminary in Fort Worth, Texas 
to become my classmate. 

One day he was sitting in the 
Texas Hotel in Fort Worth when 
another travelling salesman came 
along, greeting him. 

“Charlie, I haven’t seen you 
lately. Have you changed jobs?” 

“Yes.” 

“Are you still selling ?” 

“Yes.” 

“Before we talk, Charlie, let’s go 
upstairs and have a little refresh- 
ment.” ° 

Going upstairs to the man’s 
room, they sat down. After a bit 
the man, opening his valise, took 
out a bottle of Scotch, got two 
glasses and started pouring say- 
ing, 

“How much?” 

“As much as you want to give 
me.” 

Pouring out half a glass of 
whiskey for himself and half a 
glass of whiskey for Charlie, the 
man handed the glass to his 
visitor, 

“All right, fellow, bottoms up!” 

Reaching for the glass of liquor, 
Charlie spoke up: 

“Before we drink, I want to tell 
you about my new job.” 

Slowly, carefully, prayerfully, 
Charlie. told his old friend the 
story about Christ and Him cruci- 


fied. The tears came to both of 


them. The room grew quiet as 
Charlie brought his fellow travel- 
ling salesman face to face with 
the cross. They got down on their 
knees. The miracle of grace Came 
to pass right there in that room. 
They thanked God for their sal- 
vation. Getting up from their 
knees, the salesman took the 
bottle. walked into the bathroom, 
poured it cut down the drain. 


I am sure you recognize the 
name of the man of whom I speak, 
because in a~brief while he be- 
came one of the outstanding re- 
ligious characters @f the United 
States of America. God saved him 
for Christ’s sake, God kept him for 
Christ’s sake. God used him for 
Christ’s sake. 


The Persistence of the Saints 

The last item in this story is the 
Persistence of the Saints. I sup- 
pose you expect me to Say per- 
sistence in holy living. 1 suppose 
you expect me to say persistence 
in praying. With your permission 
1 should like to take a little dif- 
ferent track and suggest a differ- 
ent thought or two. First of all, 
my friends, there must be per- 
sistence in loving. You Know we 
get frightfully blue. We drive our- 
selves and after awhile we almost 
hate to stand in front of a crowd 
of people. Thank God, however, we 
can always get warm again at the 
feet of the Lord Jesus Christ. I do 
not know what you do when your 
heart, when your passion, when 
your soul gets cold. I do not know 
what you do when you get tired 
of dealing constantly with hard- 
hearted sinners. I do not know 
what you do when there comes 
a time when you almost have to 
drive yourself to do the work 
of God. I shall tell you what I do. 
I go away somewhere by myself, 
get down on my knees, read again 
what the Bible teaches about hell, 
read again what the Bible teaches 
about Heaven, read again what 
the Bible teaches about the Lord 
Jesus’ Christ. I close my eyes as 
tightly as I can. Once again I see 
the body of the Lord Jesus Christ 
torn ‘by the crue] laceration of 
Pilate’s judgment whip. Once 
again I see the steps that he trod 
between the Judgment Hall and 
the Cross, marked with His own 
blood. Once again I see’ Him hang- 
ing in bitter loneliness, in heart- 
ache and heartbreak, on that cruel 
tree.- I. get-up from my knees 
aflame for Jesus, aflame to tell 


the story of His mighty love. I go’ 


back and preach with renewed 
zeal and enthusiasm. I am burn- 
ing up with the desire to tell 
people about what happened long 
ago on Calvary. I feel that if He 
loved that much, I am going to 
love and keep on loving everyone 
for Jesus’ sake. Yes, there must 
be persistence in loving. There is 
no power in _ loveless praying. 
There is no power in _ loveless 
preaching. There is no power in 
loveless evangelism. 

I told you this before, did I not? 
Dr. A. N. Hall in Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, pastor of the First 
Baptist Churely there, a great man 
of God, did me a wonderful turn 
one day. It was .a Saturday 
morning. It was raining. I had 
come to the church to get my 
mail. It started to rain and I did 
not care to slosh back to my 
hotel. I went into his_ study, 
closed the door, got down on my 


knees, cpened my Bible, and de~ 
cided I would have my prayer 
season right then and there. I was

human history. 

The psalmist David had _  de- 
tlared Messias would rise from the 
dead. These are his words, “For 
thou wilt not leave my soul in 
hell; neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption” (Psa. 
16:10). And centuries later Peter, 
having met the resurrected Jesus 
face to face, used David's very 
words to declare that Jesus Christ 
had arisen from the dead. Peter 
preached of Jesus, “Whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed the 
pains of death: because it was 
not possible that he should be 
holden of it. For David speaketh 
concerning him, , . . thou wilt 
hot leave my soul in hell, neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy .One 
to see corruption ,... David, ... 
being a prophet, and knowing that 
God had sworn with an oath to 
him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he would 
raise up Christ to sit on his throne; 
He seeing this before spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that his 
soul wag not left in hell, neither 
his flesh did see corruption.”’ Then 
Peter adds, “This Jesus hath God 
raised up, whereof we all are wit- 
messes” (Acts 2:24-32). Friends, 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
gives me a Saviour! It is this 
Saviour who on October 21, 1934, 
brought me out of the darkness of 
sin into the light of His gospel. 
Praised be His name! 
II. The Resurrection Certifies 

My Justification 

That is, the resurrection proves 
the penitent sinner igs justified 
before God. This is very important. 
In Romans 4:24 25 we read, 
“Jesus our Lord”... was delivered 
for our offences, and was raised 
again for our justificatidn.” Here 
the expression “for our justifica- 
tion” means “because of our 
our justification.” Because Jesus’ 
death on the cross justified all be- 
lieving sinners, God raised Jesus 
from the dead. Therefore Jesus’ 
resurrecton is the blazing testi- 
mony. to the universe at.large that 
His.work for us on the cross has 
the approbation of God and that 
every believing sinner for whom 
He suffered is completely justi- 


as any tact in 


fied. 


-It is plain that the crucifixion 
without the resurrection would 
have left Satan the fiendish victor 
over every sinner and over Christ 
Himself. It would have appeared 
that Christ had died as sinful 
men die. But when the seals of the 
tomb were broken and the resur- 
rected Christ ascended to Heaven, 
there to lay before the throne of 
God’s majesty the record of His 
accomplished sacrifice, God was 
satisfied. The resurrection of 
Jesus wag the proof that God was 
satisfied. And in the Scripture al- 
ready noted, Paul is saying that 
God in raising Jesus thus proved 
the justifieation of every believing 
sinner. : 

Now what is_ justification? 
Justification is that act of God 
whereby He declares the believing 
sinner righteous and as though 
he had never sinned, only for 
Jesus’ sake. My friend, I am justi- 
fied. Are you? If you are, the 
fact should put a shout on your 
lips and a song in your heart that 
will last through eternity. 

Ill. The Resurrection Guar- 

antees My Resurrection 

Jesus Christ has promised that 
one day He will raise all the dead 
of earth. Listen to John 5:26, 28, 
29, “For ag the Father hath life 
in himself; so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself; Marvel 
not at this: for the hour is coming, 
in the which all that are in .the 
graves shall hear his voice, and 
shall come forth.” There is the 
promise. The dependability of 
Christ’s promise plainly hinges on 
the fact of His own resurrection, 
And when on the resurrection 
morning I see the Lord speaking 
to His disciples in the glory of 
His resurrection power, I know by 
that fact that one day He will 
speak again, and all the graves of 
earth will give up their dead. 

A man’s certain knowledge that 
he will rise one day from the dead 
is a powerful incentive here and 
now. to live right. That is the 
trouble with so much modern

philosophy. It teaches men they 
will die like dogs and go into qust. 
And the practical effect of such 
philosophy is that men who be- 
lieve it begin to live like ‘dogs, 
But any man has a different motive 
for living who hears God say, 
“Them that sleep in the dust of 
the earth Shall awake, some to 
everlasting life, and some_ to 
Shame and everlasting contempt. 
And they that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firma- 
ment; and they that turn many tc 
righteousness as the stars fo! 
ever and ever’. (Dan. 12:2, 3). 
And that leads me to say: 


IV. The Resurrection Gives 
Me Life-Work 
It gives me a life-purpose, a 
life-goal. Jesus Christ is, by His 
resurrection, set poles apart from 
the founder of any other religion 
in the world. For Jesus lives to- 
day! Mohammed's tomb is inset 
with diamonds. Mohammed's bones 
rest there. France honors the tomb 
of Napoleon. Napoleon’s bones are 
there. I have stood in Mt. Vernon 
beside the sepulchre of the United 
States’ first president, revered by 
all Americans. Washington's bones 
are there. But the Christian 
worships at no tomb or Shrine. 
We worship a living Christ! No 
Christian can worship a tomb for 
the angel said at the tomb of 
Christ, on the resurrection morn, 
“He is not here: for he si risen.’’ 
Christian friend, what are you 


living for? What is your goal in 
life? It was the risen Christ who 
said, “Go ye into all the world, 
and preach the gospel to every 
creature. He that believeth and is 
baptizeq shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not _— shall be 
damned” (Mark 16:15, 16). My 
friend, are you a believer? A real 
Christian? The risen Lord spoke 
that word to you. He spoke that 
word to me and to every true 
believer, 

May I tell you what my answer 
has been? J have one life to invest 
— just one. I want to play that 
life for the highest stake I can 
see. Therefore, I have put my life 
at the disposal of the Son of God. 
He is my Saviour and my Lord. 


Someone says, “That seems 
risky. Life appears such a 
gamble.” Is life a gamble? Then 
I will gamble on the risen Son of 
God who said to the Apostel John 
on Patmos, “Fear not; I am the 
first and the last: I am he that 
liveth, and was dead; and, behold, 
I am alive for evermore, Amen; 
and have the keys of hell and of 
death” (Rev. 1:17, 18). 

V. The Resurrection Guaran- 
tees a Judgment Day 

In Acts 17:30, 31 Paul declares, 
“God... now commandeth all 
men every where to repent: Be- 


cause he hath appointed a day, in | 


the which he will judge the world 
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in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof 
he hath given assurance unto all 
men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead.” Whet a day that 


will be! In that day “God shall 
bring every work into judgment, 
with every secret, whether it be 
good, or whether it be evil’ 


(Eccles, 12:14). According to the 
verse from Acts just read, God has 
plainly warned men to get ready 
for that coming day. And as a sure 
proof that that day is coming, 
God raised Jesus from the dead. 
Beloved, when God speaks like 
that we ought to search’our hearts 
and lives! 

Among my papers I have a 
picture clipped from a newspaper 
several years ago. It is a view of 
a pond of water in Springfield, 
Massachusetts. The pond has been 
half drained by workmen and the 
picture shows an automobile which 
the receding waters have revealed 
in which are _ several skeleton 
figures. This is the story: Some 
fifteen years before the picture 
was taken, a Mr. and Mrs. David 
Lee and three children one night 
mysteriously vanished from the 
city of Springfield. A nationwide 
search was instituted, but no trace 
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of the missing family was ever 
found. Not until workmen drained 
the pond years Jater did the truth 
come to light with the ghastly 
revelation of the automobile which, 
with no witnesses present, had 
evidently skidded from the high 
way to drown the entire family 
like So many rats in a trap. 
Believe me, friend, the day is 
coming when the waters of all the 
ages will roll back revealing 
secrets that have been hidden for

“All right, Dr. Hall, you asked 
for it. Forgive me if I presume 
upon your goodness.

You 
know, Dr. Hall, I preacr all the 
time, three and four times a day 
350 days a year, sometimes even 
more than that. I am afraid of 
getting dry. I am afraid of get- 
ting, mechanical. I am afraid of 


getting professional. How can I 
keep from these sins of the 
flesh ?” 


Putting his hands on my shoul- 
ders, drawing me to himself until 
our bodies almost touched, he said, 
the tears coming into his eyes, 
“Son, I am giad you asked me. 
We all have that problem.” 

“How do you conquer it?” 

“T’ll tell you, son. Just keep 
Jesus sweet on your souls Just 
keep on making love to the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

Do you know what he meant? 
I can tell you. Get down on your 


knees. Think of the beauty of 
the Son of God. Think of His 
holiness. Think of His young 


manhood, his young vitality. Think 
of what He had to go through in 
order to make our salvation pos- 
sible. Think of the price that 
He paid for our redemption. Pll 
guarantee you it will break your 
hearts, melt your souls, drive you 
to your faces in an agony of re- 
surrender, then up from your 
knees and your faces into the har- 
vest field to witness to and win 
lost souls to Christ. IT’H guaran- 
tee you there will be no question 
of professionalism. There will be 
no question of dryness. There will 
be no question of having to drive 
yourself to tell the story of Christ 
and Him crucified. 

Some weeks ago, as President 
of the American Association for 
Jewish Evangelism, which I hope 
and pray you will support by your 
prayers, by your testimonies, by 
your gifts, I was in a mid-year 
conference of that Association in 
Chicago, in the great Moody 
church. Among the speakers on 
the platform, there were a doetor 
and his wife, refugees from Ger- 
many. She also was a_ doetor. 
They are working under the great 
R. G. LeTourneau foundation. 
Their work is almost exclusively 
among Jewish refugees. The lady 
doctor told us a story that broke 
my heart. I had to leave that 
room to seek a place where I could 
sob aloud. She said that the refu- 
gee children, those orphan chil- 
dren with the marks of the Ger- 
man concentration camps upon 
them, brought to New Y¥ork, are 
taken by this doctor and his wife 
out of New York City, its swelter- 
ing heat, to camps, summer 
camps. She said she never would 
forget the first group she took. 
There were those tiny children 
with their pale faces, with their 
extended little stomachs, wit 
their rickety little legs, with their 
little thin arms. There they were 
with the marks of fear and despair 
upon them, their eyes big and 
heavy in their tiny faeces: She said 
she tried to tell them about the 
Lord Jesus Christ but they did 
not seem to be able to understand. 
She said she did not know what 
to do. 

One day, at dinner time, she was 
walking around watching them 
eat. She saw a little tiny girl 
holding a glass of milk in her 
hands, not touching it. Bending 
over the child, the lady doctor 
said: 

“Darling, why don’t you drink

Looking up into the face of the 
questioning lady, the little girl, 
her eyes splashing over with tears, 
said, “How much of this mikk can 
I drink?” 

The lady doctor reachece for that 
child, lifted her out of her seat in 
her own arms, hugged her, kissed 
her, crooned to her, sobbing out, 
“You can drink all of it, sweet- 
heart, and as much more beside 
as you want.” 


When she finished telling us that 
story, with tears streaming down 
her face, our own tears keeping 
company with her tears, she sob- 
bed out, 

“We may not be able to preach 
them into Christ, we may not be 
able to teach them into Christ, 
but Ill tell you what we are de- 
termined to do. We have deter- 
mined to love them into Christ. 
To love them into Christ!” 


Of course, she spoke in Ger- 


These unsaved people can stand 
anything, almost, in the way of 
preaching and teaching and wit- 
ness bearing. The mightiest weap- 
on we have in our arsenals is the 
weapon of a broken heart, the 
weapon of a tear stained face. 
Oh, may God give us the grace of 
tears to weep over these perish- 
ing souls and sinners. 


Not only must there be persist- 
ence in loving, but there must be 
persistence in lifting. We must 
lift them to God by our persona! 
testimonies. We must lift the 
Lord Jesus Christ before their eyes 
by our ceaseless pleading with 
them to be reconciled to God. We 
must lift them by visitation. We 
must lift them by our gifts. We 
must lift them by the spread of 
every sort of Christiar literature. 

What will happen when we have 
loved them, when we have led 
them, when we have lifted them 
to the Saviour? Listen to me and 
I am finished. 

Years. ago, there was in this 
country of ours a great temper- 
ance evangelist by the name of 
John D. Gough, a mighty man of 
God. Thousands crowded to hear 
his. passionate appeal for Christ 
and holy living. Thousands were 
turned into the way of righteous-

ium in one of our eastern cities. 
At the end of each service, the 
crowds floeked to him to shake 
his hand, to express their grati- 
tude and appreciation, One night, 
when he had finished, when he was 
standing there shaking hands with 
the folks who had come up, a 
woman came up to say something 
to him.

He went down, and down, and 
down. He lost his job with the 
Government. He’ lost his prac- 
tice. We lost our home im the 
country, then in the city. We 
moved to cheaper and stil! cheaper 
rented places. 


“One night I found myself in a 
shack, a one room shack, on the 
river bank, my four children 
stretched out on the floor, on a 
pallet, fast asleep. We had not 
had any supper. We had nothing 
in the house for breakfast. My 
husband had not been around for 
almost a week. I did not know 
which way to turn. I did not 
know what to do. I decided that 
there was but one thing for me 
to do and that was to take my 
children and myself and throw 
ourselves into the Hudson river.

They cried with 
me. It took me awhile to quiet 
them down. I straightened ont 
my husband the best fF could, 
washed his face, undressed him, 
washed up that awful filth on the 
floor, and put him to bed. 

“He fell asleep. 1 sat there 
through the hours of the night. 
What to do I did not know. [ft 
came to me again that there was 
but one way left out, and that 
was to take my babies, to throw 
ourselves into the river, to die, 
to be done with it. I sat there 
crying, praying, praying, crying. 
The morning sun came up. I did 
not notice it. 1. was sitting there 
at the table, leafing through the 
old album of our former days. 

“I felt somebody breathing hard 
behind me. IL looked up and there 
was my husband looking over my 
shoulder, his face puffed up with 
his dissipation, his eyes bileary. I 
kept on turning the pages, came 
to the picture of my husband and 
myself on our wedding day. He 
bent over me: I saw his great 
hot tears splash down on that pic- 
ture. IF just did not have the heart 
to talk to him. I was too torn up, 
too broken up. My children would 
wake in a minute. There was 
nothing for them to eat. I did not 
know what to do. 


“Somehow we seraped some- 
thing together: and@ passed that 
day. That night my husband 
asked me if I wanted to go any- 
where. I told him I should like 
ta go and hear Dr. Gough speak. 
We came that night. We heard 
you speak. The next night I 
could not go. One of the children 
was ill. He went by himself. The 
third night he went by himself. 
The fourth night he came home 
to tell me he had made a public 
profession of faith in Jesus Christ. 

“Dr. Gough, we started back. 
We have not yet reached where we 
were before all this happened, but 
we are notin that shack any more. 


My children have good clothes. I 
have good clothes. My husband 
is practicing again. He’s climbing 


up in his profession. IT want you 
to. have this handkerchief as a 
remembrance.” 

The preacher was weeping with 
that time. 
Stepping back he lifted his golden 
glorious voice to cry: “Wait, peo- 
ple, I want to. tell you a story.” 
He told that giant congregation

you. . Waving that handkerchief 
before the crowd, his voice choked 
with his own emotions, he sobbed 
out: 

“The devil is in the business of 
making handKerchiefs like these 
wet with the tears of wives and 
children, but the Lord is. in the 
business: of drying them again.”

Three Great Needs 

Three very great needs make 
hemselves felt at this time, and 

lay them before you for your 
irayers. 

First, we need experienced, wise, 
rusted men to help in the actual 
rganization of these campaigns 
n the Carolinas. There is abun- 
lant opportunity. God is open- 
ng the hearts of pastors and peo- 
le. But wnion campaigns. take 
nm enormous amount of labor. 
When one local church has a re- 
‘rival campaign, all the frame- 
work set up for the revival, hwu- 
manly speaking, is already pre- 
pared. The pastor is already an 
experienced chairman and presid- 
ing officer, accepted by all the 
people. Provision is already 
made, automatically, for the nu- 
cleus of a good choir. The church 
auditorium is already provided 
for the meétings. Church of- 
ficers are already appointed to 
plan the finances. Regular com- 
mittees and workers are at hand 
to provide the ushers, to plan the 
young people’s work, to do the | 
advertising. We take for granted 
all this organization in the local 4 
thurch which functions in a one- 
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church revival. But in a union 
campaign all these matters must 
be provided for, starting from 
scratch, with organization and du- 
ties on a much larger scale, and 
there will be present in any given 
city, very, very few who have ade- 
quate experience and information 
on the needs of such a campaign. 
Local amateur committees, with- 
out experienced outside help, can- 
not adequately set up a large, suc- 
cessful union revival campaign. 
The best results require a trained 
and experienced organizer who 
knows the needs and the pitfalls 
and who is specially blessed of 
God in this specialized work. 


Piease pray with us that God 
will send us additional workers— 
wise, experienced, trusted men 
With organizational ability. and 
proven leadership, men who will 


be true to the high standards we 


are following and who will follow 
our leadership in the next several 
months. 


Second, I ask you to join me in 
prayer that God will provide the 
means necessary for this organi- 
zation work. To keep men on 
the field fultime, to pay their nec- 
essary traveling expenses, to pay 
an office secretary’s salary, and 
many long distance calls and much 
necessary office expense will re- 
quire, 1 estimate, not less than a 
thousand dollars a month, possi- 
bly much more than that, the rest 
of this year. Much of this ex- 
pense ‘will be repaid out of the 
Campaigns themselves. We sug- 
gest that 10% of the local budget 
of the campaigns sponsored joint- 
ly by the N. L. E. A. and by THE 
=<WORD OF THE LORD, plus 
10°, of the love offerings for 
the evangelistic workers, be put 
in a fund to help pay this enor- 
mous organizational and prelimin- 
ary expense. But most of the 
campaigns will not be held until 
the fall months and much of the 
expense money needed now, 
week by week,“to pay for the ad- 
vance and preliminary work as it 
ts carried on. Will you pray that 
God will supply this need? Any 
gifts for this purpose may be sent 
to Evangelist John R. Rice, 214 
West Wesley Street, Wheaton, 
Illinois, and should be plainly des- 
ignated for the Carolinas Revival 
Expense Fund. Receipts will be 
sent and the gift may be subtract- 
ed from income on imcome tax 
reports, since Sword of the Lord 
Publishers is incorporated, not 
for profit. The money will be de- 
posited in a fund already estab- 
lished, with three reputable men 
as trustees, and checks must be 
signed by Dr. Rolan R. Stoker, Ex- 
ecutive Secretary of the N. L. EB. 
A., and by Brother William F. 
Mann, my advance representative 
in the organizational work. Please 
pray about this need. I am rais- 
ing what money I can in these 
one-night stands and piving my 
time freely, but more money is 
needed. 

Third, our greatest need is for 
the power and wisdom of God. To 
wnite the hearts of Bibte-believing 
ministers and laymen; to have wis- 
dom about the enlistment and or- 
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ganization in each city requires 
supernatural help, the mighty 
help of the Spirit of God. Dear 


Brother Vernon Patterson, presi- 
dent of the National Laymen’s 
Evangelistic Association, and Dr. 
Stoker, the fine Executive Secre- 
tary, agree with me that this task 
is beyond us. I was never faced 
with any responsibility so great. 
If we can have fifty or sixty 
really successful, really city-wide 
union revivals in the Carolinas, 
this year, and have 26,000 souls 
saved in them, it will mark the 
beginning of a new era in evan- 
gelism in America, I believe. Qh, 
for a super-abundant anointing 
each day for this task! Will you 
pray then that God will open 
hearts wherever we evangelists 
and our advance men go. Pray 
that God will make godly and in- 
fluential pastor favorable. We 
believe this plan is so Christ-hon- 
oring, so Scriptural, so brotherly 
and constructive, so safe-guarded 
from hurtful methods and from 
wntrustworthy men, that it de- 
serves the cooperation of every 
Bible-believer with a burden fer 
revival and soul winning. Pray 
that God will give the men, the
